Street preaching technique ex- 
plained by the Rev. K. M. McDonald 
of St. Christopher’s Inn climaxed the 
Confraternity of Christian Doctrine 
series of lectures presented to 
CST’ers September 25, October 2, and 
October 9, under the direction of the 
Reverend Richard Schumacher, CCD 
head. The ‘Apostolate to Non-Cath- 
olics’ phase of the CCD program will 
get under way immediately to train 
St. Teresa collegians to do street 
preaching in the diocese of Kansas 
City during the summer months. The 
Rev. Jos. Killgallon will be in charge 
of the CST unit of the Confraternity. 
He will assign topics for street 
preaching to those interested in doing 
the work, and Father Schumacher 
will explain the Catholic Evidence 
Guild methods of presenting the ma- 
terial to the man on the street. Be- 
fore the girls do the actual street 
preaching, they will give demonstra- 
tions to the Catholic high schools of 
the city. The College of St. Teresa 
will be the focal point for all CCD 
activities of the parochial schools and 
Catholic high schools in the diocese. 



Fisher’s Work Explained 

The work of CCD ‘Fishers’ was ex- 
plained to CST’ers October 2 by Sis- 
ter Viviana of the Sisters of Social 
Service. Fishers engage principally 
in census taking and similar work re- 
quested by parish priests. Sister out- 
lined various approaches used in 
dealing with Catholics, fallen-away 
Catholics, bigoted non-Catholics, as 
well as with members of the Jewish 
faith and Protestants interested in 
the Catholic Church. 

Superior Describes Community 

Sister Vibiana was accompanied 
by Sister Paulette, superior of the 
Kansas City house of the Sisters of 
Social Service. Sister Paulette re- 
viewed the history of the order which 
was founded in Hungary, described 
the work of the sisters in community 
centers, libraries, and the like. 

First Lecture Depicts Teachers 

The first in the series of CCD 
speeches were presented by Sister 
Mary Raphael, St. Mary’s academy, 
Independence, and Sir John Craig, 
G. C. H. S. of Tulsa, Oklahoma. Sis 
ter M. Raphael described the role of 
‘Teachers’ in the Confraternity by 
presenting examples of material pre- 
pared by pupils in summer school 
religion classes. The articles in- 
cluded notebooks on the Sacraments, 
the Mass, and the saints, religious 
placques and pictures. 

Ideal Catholic Home Stressed 

Sir John Craig, fatherof ten chil- 
dren, and nationally known Catholic 
layman, expostulated the responsi- 
bilities of CCD ‘Parent Educators.’ 
He urged participation of Catholic 
parents and children in parish affairs. 
Describing the model Catholic home, 
he emphasized the fact that homes 
without children are but vacant 
houses. He stressed the need of fam- 
ily prayer and the influence of re- 
ligious pictures in the home.

The Reverend Thomas Reilly, S. J., 
Ph. D., is a member of the 1944-45 
faculty of the College of St. Teresa.

Father Reilly, member of the Rock- 
hurst college faculty and instructor 
of sociology, received his Ph. D. from 
Fordham university. He has taught 
at Marquette university, St. Louis 
university, and the University of 
Detroit. 

Sister Mary Gertrude, who re- 
ceived her degree from St. Louis uni- 
versity, has taught Latin and Spanish 
at Fontbonne college, St. Louis, and 
at St. Norhert’s college, DePcre, Wis- 
consin. This semester, Sister is 
teaching conversational Spanish. 

Sister Aquin comes to St. Teresa’s 
from St. Joseph high school, Green 
Bay, Wisconsin. She has taught at 
Rosati Kain high school in St. Louis. 

Dr. Julia A. Power did her under- 
graduate work at the University of 
Nebraska, her graduate work at the 
University of Chicago, the Unuivers- 
ity of Minnesota, and the University 
of Wisconsin. The summer of 1929 
she spent at Cambridge university. 
She received her doctorate from the 
University of Nebraska, of whose 
faculty she was later a member. 

Dr. Power has published Shelly in 
America which was awarded the 1941 
Rose Mary Crashaw prize in English 
Literature by the British Academy.

and social grace— then needless money and time has indeed been 
expended. Those things come much more cheaply, much less 
dearly, with little sacrifice, but incidentally, with an infinitely 
lower rate of exchange. 

The wherefore of your Catholic education is to discover the 
Christ-like life, the religious life. So the one thing of importance, 
the class that you are paying money for, is the Religion class. 
Here the purpose of man’s existence becomes crystallized — “I was 
made by God, for God. How can I best reach that end?” That 
is the question every man must answer, in some way. Finding 
the principles which formulate the answer to the proper way of 
life is easy enough. They are expostulated in the Religion class, 
in the philosophy assembly, in the moral advice of our associates. 

But applying these principles is the phlegmatic Catholic’s 
failure. The student perhaps, concludes his thoughts of Religion 
as he does those of History, with a slam of the book. Discussion 
about Christian charity, patience, and duty begin and end as mere 
‘discussion.” To conquer the desire to relegate Religion to the 
pure theoretical instead of the dynamic practical, CSTers are sing- 
ularly blessed with inspiration of their directors. Combining the 
wisdom of age and enthusiasm of youth, we can effectually en- 
gage ourselves in the myriad opportunities of the field of Cath- 
olic Action. The confraternity lectures clearly pointed the way. 
Teaching, fishing, street preaching, and all the acts of religion 
await us with welcoming arms. No longer need we lapse into 
indifference. No longer will we lack opportunities for religious 
“self-expression.” Although we definitely influence our world as 
an individual, membership in a spirited, virile group directed 
toward a specific end is doubly effective. 

The problem of our life is religious action. To know the 
principles governing our action we must have Catholic education. 
But receptiveness alone is not our goal; it is action. Appreciate 
the real value of Catholic education; make Religious study and 
action the keynote of your activities every hour of every day.

A two year Humanities course has 
made its appearance in the curri- 
culum of the college this year. This 
course will he required of all the 
freshmen and sophomore students. 

The Humanities is a survey course 
of chronologically related cultural 
subjects which will be studied from 
their prehistoric backgrounds through 
modern times.
